After the conquest of IslamabM. (Chittagong) by 
Nawab Shaista Khan, the Jumma Masjid was built 
on the hill at Anderkilla, under his orders by his 
son, Nawab timed Kban, in the year 1078 Hijri, 
corresponding to 1661 A.D., for the performance of 
the rites enjoined by the Muhammadan religion 
Subsequently, when Nawab Dmed Khto left 
the district, it became dilapidated, owing to 
the indifference of his naibs and other officials. 
The English Government then took possession of 
it and by opening a door through a wall, converted 
it into a magazine for the storage of arms and 
ammunition. In the year 1853, corresponding to 
1290 Hijri, the principal residents of Chittagong
